SUPREME COURT. - 
IN SUMMARY JURISDICTION. 


(Before his Honour the Acting Puisne Fuilge, 
J - Russell, Esq.) 
Thursday, July 21. 


Mus#0'v. Prrman ($1,000).—In this ac- 
tion. Mr Musso, merchant, Hongkong, 
sued Mr John Pitman, also’ merchant in 
this colony, for the sum_of $1,000 in conse- 
quence, a8 the plaintiff alleged, of his 
having faited to implement a guarantee 
given by him that he’ would see that 
bayonets were supplied to a number of rifles 
on which plaintiff was to advance money. 

Mr Wotton appeared for the plaintiff, and 
Mr Francis acted for Mr Pitman. 7 

Mr Wotton snid that about the 28th of 
January a Chinaman named Ho Kwan Shan 
was desirous of raising money on some 
ritics. Ho applied through a broker to Mr 
Mauaso, who, after some negotiations, agreed 
to advance the money on a certain number 
of rifles. The money was advanced, and on 
the 28th of January Mr Musso received 
from Arnhold, Karberg & Co. 210 cases of 
Enficld rifles, these representing. 4,200 
Trifles, Also on the 28th of January he 
received'from Messrs Buttorfield & Swire 
1,080 rifles with 500 bayonets ; 200 of these 
riflea .were redelivered or given—back, and 
thus a balance was left of 380 bryonets., 

The Judgo asked how he made that out. 

Mr Wotton said 500 of the 1080 rifles had 
bayonets with them, 200 of thorifles were re- 
delivered, aud thus.left 380 rifles without 
bayoncts. The claim was for the. non- 
delivery of thesé380 bayonets, 

Mr Francis asked what contract’ he had 
with Mr Pitman. Mr, Wotton was going 
into the accounts before Tiehad shown that 
Mr Pitman had anything to do with the 
question. The matter was quite un-under- 
standable until they knew what Mr Pitman 
had contracted for. 

Mr Wotton said he would produce a letter 
in which Mr Pitman agreed to see thata 
certain number. of. bayonets for. the rifles 
“were supplied, and it was upon that guaran- 
tec that Mr Musse advanced the money. 
He wished’ to show cleatly to his Lordship 
what hie meant. 

The Judge said it might be his deusity, 
Dut he confessed that he had not yet 
grasped how Mr Wottun made out those 
numbers. 

The claim was then gono over by the 
Judge. s 

Mr Wotton said he claime? the difference 
between’ 4,200 and 7,760 which was 3,560. 
They had only received, 6,200 bayonets 
whereas a8 a inatter of fact they should 
have got 7,760, so that there was a balance 
due of 3,560. - 

The Judge said he hat started with 380 
and now he wanted 3,560. He asked how 
any man could be expected to grasp the 
like of that. 

Mr Wotton said Mr Musso advanced the 
nioney to the Chinese on the distinct under= 
stinding, or upon a distinct guarantee by 
Mr Pitman, in writing. The letter was 
dated 20th January, 1881, and was to the 
effect that in reference to Mr Musso’s ad- 
vance on the rifles received from Messrs 
Butterfield and Swire and Messrs Amhold, 
Karberg & Co., as per his agont, to Ho 
Kwan Slian, Mr Pitman’ undertook ~ to 
deliver sword bayonets. for the Enfield 
rifles within two months of date, or repa} 
his advance with interest and charges. It 
might be, Mr Wotton said, that it would be 
contended that this did not. refer to.-an; 
other advance except that made on the 281 
of January. Mr Musgo would tell his Lord- 
ship that with’ reference to the advance of 
17th February. there was 2 verbal _arrange- 
ment made between himself and Mr Pitman.

Mr Wotton said he considered. he had 
proved ‘that independent of’ -tho letter 
there was “a) promise’ by Mr ‘Pitman 
to Mr .Musso that’ he would suppl 
the ‘sword bayonets; © without wide 
the money: would not haye been ad- 
yanced to Ho Kwan Shan. — He hold that 
the evidence of Mr Musso and Mr Guedes 
was strong proof in snpport of that conten- 
tion, If the letter was not to apply to_ the 
second lot of 1080 there was nioneed tohave 
mentioned the name of Butterfield & Swire 
init. It waa trie that the word Enfield 
limited the extent of the letter, but it was 
pretty. clear that when this. letter was 
written Mr Pitman really intended to gua- 
tantev the bayonets to the rifles reccived 
from Messrs Butterfield & Swire and 
Messrs. Arnhold, Karberg & Company.

That mrrangement was ‘not 
carried out because the Enfield rifles were 
not forthcoming. Mr Pitman’s guarantee 
was distinctly himited to sword bayonets for 
the Enfield rifles. As regarded the second 
transaction there was no guarantee in writ- 
ing. The advance made on Mr Pitman’s 
rifles must be separated from the advance 
made to Ho Kwan Shan, This Mr Pitman 
had nothing to de-with, | If there had been 
any contract between them plaintiff would 
have advanced $1.65 on the rifles with or 
without bayonets. . :

It-was very clear from the second trans- 
action that there was no contract between 
Pitman and Musso because inhisletter of the 
Uth February, written to Messrs Arnhold, 
Karberg & Co., he disclaims any connection 
whatever with Pitmati. From the evidence 
brought forward all that it amounted to. 
was, that there was a promise to pay through 
default of Ho Kwan Shan. . The question 
which arose: was, Was this letter to be 
looked upon in the light of a continuing 
guaranteo? His Lordship did not think 
there’ was any evidence at all that would 
justify that consideration. By the letter 
Mr Pitman undertouk’ to be responsible 
for the sword bayonets within two months. 
He had fulfilled this. . His Lordship dismiss- 
ed the case, . Judgment. for the-defendant 
with costs. Hnd plaintiff taken the pre- 
caution to get a guarantee on the second 
transaction, as he had proved himself sharp 
enough to do in the first; ho might-have 
gained his case.
